For this last group, Prize Day is ultimately 
not a day of release, but a day of reflection. | know: June 9th 
marked the third time | had left Ridley in 12 years. 
The 90th Annual Prize Giving may have given most visitors 
a sense of the permanence and tradition of Ridley, as the many 
awards — some of them stretching back to the school’s 
beginnings — were presented. Certainly tradition abounds, but 
Prize Day also underlines the opposite, and equally important 


facet of change, schools such as Ridley should not, and cannot, 
ever stand still. Saturday, June 9th saw the beginning of a new 
life for the hundred or so leavers, but it also saw a death — 
the death of the unique creature which was Ridley College, 
1978-79. Never again can it be created, and never should any 
attempt be made to do so. While traditions provide a solid base 
of continuity for Ridleians, they can never be allowed to stifle 
the change that is so necessary to accommodate the needs of 
each new school year.

RIDLEY TODAY 
(Ill) TRENDS IN ENROLMENT 


This is the third in a series of articles by the Headmaster 
which attempts to portray the realities of Ridley in the late 
1970's. 


By the year 1965, in which Arthur Bishop House was 
completed (the last of the residences), the assumptions concern- 
ing enrolment were these: The Lower School had approximately 
120 boarders, with perhaps 20 or 30 Day Boys. The Upper 
School had a boarding population of approximately 260 with 
no Day Boys, other than sons of masters. The Upper School 
reached a peak of approximately 290 Boarders just before the 
end of the 1960’s, and thereafter diminished sharply so that there 
were approximately 240 Boarders by 1971. It should be remem- 
bered that these years were a period of unrest, with a general 
North American swing against the desirability of Boarding 
Schools, and an attack upon the systematic structures and life 
of such institutions. This decline in numbers was accompanied 
by a period of deficit financing, largely attributable to the 
problems of the Upper School. The Lower Schoo! maintained 
its overall enrolment, and therefore its financial viability, through- 
out the 1970’s. But a gradual and subtle change took place 
in the Lower School which was not so much planned as 
evolutionary. Gradually, the number of Boarders declined and 
the number of Day Students increased. The decline in Boarding 
population is probably attributable almost entirely to inflation: 
the increase in Day Students is due to the continuing emphasis 
upon sound, disciplined education; to the opening up of the 
Upper School to Day Boys; and to the expansion and sophisti- 
cation of the St. Catharines area. At the time of writing, the overall 
enrolment of the Lower School remains approximately 160, but 
the Boarders now represent 90 of this number, and the Day 
Boys, 70, a very different balance from that of ten years ago. 

It is with the situation of the Upper School in the 1970's that 
this article is particularly concerned. In our analysis of the 
situation in 1971, we made certain observations. First, a total 
enrolment of 230 to 240 did not generate enough operational 
income to cover the running costs of the Upper School and 
of its share of the general school facilities. With the acceleration 
of inflation, this was clearly to become a sharper issue, even 
though the School fees were steadily raised in accordance with 
the tolerance of the market. Second, the balance between 
students voluntarily and positively attending the school and 
students who were being sent to the school for remedial 
purposes (sometimes against their will) was too fine for comfort. 
It has always been a function of these schools that they can 
do wonderful things for certain people greatly in need of them. 
But many of these wonderful things are really brought about 
by the experience of living side by side with other students of 
good motivation, good sense and solid family foundations. The 
quality of recruitment therefore needed attention. Third, it was 
thought that, in view of the unfashionable reputation of boarding 
at that time, Ridley was perhaps attracting as much of the pool 
of boarders available to all our schools as it was likely to get. 
It should not be forgotten that the competition for boy boarders 
across Canada had increased in the twenty years before 1970, 
without a discernible increase in demand. Western recruitment 
to Ridley, for example, was probably greatly affected by the 
steady growth of powerful rival schools in British Columbia. 


of Simcoe, Ont., did an excellent job as class valedictorian, and 
presented the graduates to the receiving line. Thereafter, much 
of the sense of order was lost as four or five hundred students 
scrambled to say good-byes, and finish packing already over- 
loaded cars.

Plenty of promotion for numbers had been undertaken, but the 
struggle to reach even 240 was intense at that time. 


The first major decision taken therefore was to admit Day 
Boys into the Upper School. Previously, a Day Boy attending 
the Lower School had to make a choice between continuing 
to attend Ridley but as a Boarder, or leaving the school. There 
was therefore a resource of perhaps ten students a year, who 
were being lost to the school through this restriction. The 
restriction was therefore lifted in 1973, and Day Boys were 
permitted to attend Ridley, though a degree of involvement was 
asked of them great enough to insure that they were not treating 
this as an equal alternative to attending High School. From this 
time on, the Day Boy population has grown steadily, first through 
the years as grade by grade received its quota of Day Boys, 
and then by an increase in demand, as the Day Boy population 
of the Lower School itself expanded. It has always been a 
characteristic of the Upper School Day Boy programme that it 
has been predominantly recruited from the Lower School. A few 
have come in at Upper School level, but not a significant number. 
In the 1978-79 year, there were 67 Day Boys. In the succeeding 
year, there will be almost 90, because of a high proportion 
graduating from Grade 9 into Upper School Grade 10. It seems 
likely that competition for places as Day Boys in the Upper 
School will become more intense, in view of the need to impose 
limits upon this category of the school’s enrolment. The Upper 
School Day Boy is now an established part of the School's 
recruitment, and this category makes a substantial contribution 
to the operational budget of the school. It also reflects the 
expanding population of St. Catharines, the increase through 
the presence of Brock University of education-minded families, 
and the current concern about the quality of what is being done 
in the High Schools. 

Shortly after the acceptance of Day Boys into the School, 
these same forces came to bear on the school, with the request 
that we should make available to the sisters of the Day Boys, 
an opportunity to spend at least their college preparation years 
at Ridley. The trend towards the admission of a substantial 
minority of Girls into previously exclusive Boys Boarding Schools 
was by this time firmly established among the most prestigious 
private schools in the United States and England. It was partly 
an economic trend; but more profoundly, it was seen as a 
relevant educational reform in a society where equality of 
opportunity between the sexes was becoming increasingly a fact 
of life. It was also apparent that the influences brought to bear 
upon a school by a group of intelligent and strongly motivated 
girls was an absolute enrichment. One of our sister schools in 
Quebec and another in British Columbia had both taken this 
step by the time it became a positive consideration in the minds 
of the Board of Governors. Consultations were held with both 
these schools, and advice was sought from comparable schools 
in the United States and England. In 1974, it was resolved that 
the opportunity should be offered to girls to attend Ridley as 
Day Students in Grades |2 and |3. In September of that year, 
eleven bold spirits were enrolled. The ground floor of Dean’s 
House was converted for their use; and Ridley became the first 
of the Ontario Boy’s Schools to take this dramatic step. 

The first Day Girl to enrol lived in California! She was the 
daughter of a Ridley father, who had spent her childhood hearing 
about Ridley and regretting that she could not continue the family 
tradition of attendance. Lodgings were found for her, and she 
represented the beginning of an unexpected trend. From that 


first year, our recruitment always included out-of-town appli- 
cants, who were prepared to live in lodgings in order to attend 
the school. By 1977, this category represented almost half of 
the twenty girls then attending the school. In general, the change 
was welcomed by families who took up the opportunity, and 
accepted by the majority of staff and students. It became 
increasingly clear that there was a tremendous demand for this 
Opportunity, from applicants with excellent qualifications. In 
1978, it was resolved to create a residence on campus, and 
Dean's House reverted to its original role as a Boarding House. 
By this time, admission was permitted in Grade 11, as well as 
in Grades 12 and 13. Without any promotional campaign, it has 
been possible to fill the Boarding Places at Dean’s House, and 
set up a Waiting List of worthy applications. For September, 
1979, there are twenty-six Boarders and eighteen Day Students 
accepted, giving a total Girl population of forty-four. This is 
absolutely as many as can be integrated into the present systems 
of the school. They will represent almost twenty per cent of the 
students enrolled in the three senior grades 

Throughout these years of expansion and change, certain 
principles have been followed and certain actualities have 
emerged. Care has been taken to assert that the traditional 
identity of Ridley should be respected. It remains predominantly 
a Boy’s Boarding School, to which the categories of Day Student 
and Girl Boarder have been added. Apart from accommodation 
facilities and a separate athletic programme, no special courses 
or facilities have been created. The school has continued to 
recruit approximately the same number of Boy Boarders, but 
the overall enrolment has increased from 230 to 330. The school 
has been able to accommodate this dramatic increase because 
of two imaginative capital additions to the school, which would 
have taken place in any event. The first of these is the 
McLaughlin Building, including the splendid expansion of the 
Matthews Library, which provides academic space for well over 
300 students. The second is the Griffith Sports Complex, built 
in replacement of the Old Rink, which has provided the space 
necessary for the diversified and expanded athletic programme, 
especially during the months when the fields are unusable. The 
new categories have been allowed to grow into the school in 
a steady but gradual way, and this evolutionary approach has 
been an intentional policy. 

The unpredicted actualities referred to above are twofold. 
First, we did not anticipate how fervently the most positive of 
the Day Students and the Girls would come to revere the 
traditional character of Ridley. In some ways, they are its 
proudest guardians. Second, we did not predict the swing 
towards conservatism, observable in general amongst young 
people, as a reaction perhaps against the disgruntled and 
disruptive trends of ten years or so ago. This conservatism has 
insured the continuance of a certain resentment, among loyal 
Boy Boarders, against the intrusion of new elements into Ridley. 
Certain tensions therefore continue, which can only be released 
over a period of time. It has been a subtle and fascinating 
process, which has demanded understanding and imaginative 
interpretation of justifiable, but sometimes contrasting, human 
needs. The reverence for tradition and the eager participation 
in traditional activities by the new categories of students have 
been consolations to those who fundamentally yearn for the old 
categorical simplicities. 

Another important trend has been apparent during these 
years, and has also had a bearing upon the character of the 
school. This has been a powerful demand for admission to the 
school in the senior grades, accompanied by a continuing 
difficulty in recruiting enough students into the middle years. 
In the interest of expanded enrolment, we have responded to 
this demand. Many excellent students, both boys and girls, have 
been admitted to the school at a late stage and have seen Ridley 
as a means of preparing themselves for the challenges of 


university. This has made the Upper School top=heavy, with 


consequent demands upon our teaching and administrative 
resources. It is not ideal; but it has been a reality partly forced 
upon us. Of course the limitation of the entry of girls to the senior 
grades has been a planned part of this trend. Another special 
part has been the heavy demand for places from students from 
Hong Kong, who are confronted at home by a deplorable paucity 
of opportunities for further education beyond the secondary 
level. These students are highly motivated, well behaved and 
generally of high intellectual capability. We have benefited from 
their presence, but have only been able to answer the need 
of a fraction of those who have applied. Ideally, it would be 
desirable to have a pear-shaped school, with the maximum 
numbers in the middle grades, tapering towards the graduation 
years. But in fact the pear is inverted, and we have adapted 
our systems to accept this reality of the market. Something of 
an annual miracle is performed, by the creation of a strong sense 
of unity and spirit within the school, in face of these recruitment 
patterns. 

It has been a dramatic decade. The school stands on the 
threshold of the 1980’s with a quiet confidence in its capacity 
to survive whatever changes may be imposed by the trends of 
the coming years. The decline in the birthrate, already pinching 
at the educational system, can be confronted by Ridley with 
intelligent adaptability. The major categories of recruitment are 
all in place and are part of the fabric of the school: boys and 
girls, boarders and day students. By the changes of the 1970's, 
the potential catchment area of the school has been more than 
doubled. It has been our determination to create and maintain 
an enrolment which justifies the magnificent and diverse facilities 
of the school, generates enough income to insure its survival, 
and enables it to go forward to the future with few fears of decline 
or redundance. It is also a richer school, in human resources, 
for the variety which it now encompasses.

Thank you for having been a member of the Upper School 
teaching Staff for the past forty years. In so doing you have 
contributed more than most men to the basic fabric of Ridley. 
Every person here who had the good fortune to work, or to play 
within your orbit is in your debt. That this circumstance bears 
no sense of exaggeration, but that of the whole truth, is borne 
out by the gatherings of Old Boys, Staff and present students 
that have been held in your honour during the past few months. 





The New Gym (now called “the Old Gym”) and you both 
appeared on the campus in 1939. This was a case of love at 
first sight. The new pool needed you to give it life. You needed 
the pool to create your niche at Ridley. Your ability to bring 
out the best in boy swimmers is manifest in the cold figures 
of L.B.F. and |.S.A.A. Championships won by Ridley under your 
aegis, particularly in this year, your last before retiring, when 
the School won its 14th such Championship.

Cricket ’79

The year was an important one for Ridley cricket; Mr. Jack 
Aylott was gone after 27 years as custodian and coach of this 
fascinating game, and with him went five of the 1978 team who 
might, had they not been attracted to greener fields, have graced 
A squad with their presence. Our system allows free choice of 
Spring Term activities and this time cricket was the Cinderella: 
only seventeen students over the age of sixteen chose to play 
with the result that we were forced to amalgamate the Second 
and Under Sixteen elevens, and furthermore, there was no 
cricket at all played in the League. There is no way by which 
even the coach would wish to reintroduce conscription and the 
game must therefore be its own advertisement. 


Cricket is a very difficult game, at least until basic, sound 
techniques have been learned, and even then the main obstacles 
to success are psychological. Brute-force, ignorance, arrogance 
and selfishness are all handicaps, and only those more enduring 
qualities, humility, perseverance and concentration, calm 
judgment and a placid temperament will enable the player to 
have any real chance of succeeding. Moreover to succeed is 
not necessarily to win — success is at a personal level, for in 
general it is a rather lonely one-chance game, whereas winning 
involves the control and management by the Captain of all the 
individual successes and indeed failures of his team. These 
complexities make for a game not easily understood by the 
uninitiated, but the joy is in playing, and this year’s Xl must have 
gained great pleasure from their season, and certainly were a 
fine advertisement for the game — may midnight never come. 


In retrospect the rain and snow at the beginning of term was 
a blessing in disguise, because we were forced to practice in 
the rink on a smooth cement surface covered with a rubber 
mat — these fine conditions enabled us to start at the beginning 
and learn a variety of shots, with the result that by the end of 
April the batsmen were well armed, and we knew what the 
bowlers might do once they got a little help from the wicket. 
The season is unfortunately all too short and was over by the 
end of May. However, in those four weeks we beat all schools 
except Upper Canada, coming second in the |.S.A.A. league, 
and we went on to win outright the Marigal Trophy for the first 
time. 

David Thompson, the Captain, was the cornerstone of the 
side; he has a rare gift for the game and a native judgment 
commensurate with his ability. He scored 339 runs for an

Cobwebs of Antiquity (9) 
The Roaring Twenties 
1921 - 1929 


| Historians often apply the adjective “roaring” to these years. 
| 9 It is a loose and somewhat inaccurate description — at least, 
| of life at Ridley as | see it in retrospect. Rather, this was a period 

of relaxation from war, a time when masters and boys could 
carry on the functions of the School in a land at peace. The 
iconoclastic thinking of the “Young Intellectuals” that swept the 
land and “crazes” such as major and minor “whoopee”, flag- 
| pole sitting and short skirted “flappers” played little part in our 
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lives — except that jazz came to dominate popular music, hard 
collars and bowler hats were becoming anachronisms and boys 
found that hitch-hiking was a cheap and easy form of long 
distance transportation. 

Be that as it may, Ridley moved ever forward in work and 
play and in physical composition. 

The last year of the War had seen the opening of an isolation 
hospital, the Pest House, in time to accommodate the numerous 
casualities of the flu epidemic of 1918. (Long since, medical 
science has eliminated its original function.) 

In 1921, Gooderham House, the gift ($288,000) of George 
and Ross Gooderham, came into existence as a residence for 
52 boys, a Housemaster and two assistant masters. Also, it 
contained three double bedrooms and a common-room that 
were purported to be for the use of visiting Old Boys. Within 
two or three years, these rooms were being used for boys in 
the School, and Old Boys had to shift for themselves, as they 
always had done. 

The cornerstone of the Memorial Chapel was laid in 1921, 
and it was dedicated for use two years later. Descriptions of 
its architectural beauties and of its use throughout the years are 
to be found in “Ridley — the Story of a School”. 

Today, it is, perhaps, impractical to expect students to look 
on the Chapel as a vibrant part of their lives in the way that 
many of their predecessors did — when it was a memorial to 
friends who had given their lives for their country, when it was 
entirely sacred to the worship of God, and when they ex- 
perienced in it the inspiration of a religious liturgy twice on each 
and every day of the school term. They may often have been 
bored, or even browned off, but unconsciously they gained an 
inner strength. 

As was mentioned earlier in this series, the Lower School 
was first established in 1897 in part of the original School 
building across the old canal. Two years later, it moved into 
its own building, on the site of the present tennis court by the 
front drive. In 1927, the Lower School building of today came 
into existence, the result of a gift of about $400,000 from an 
old friend of Ridley, Colonel R.W. Leonard. It was the first Ridley 
building to be designed by the architectural firm of an Old Boy, 
F. H. Marani (O.R. 1902-12). Enrolment immediately rose from 
46 in the old building to 78. H. G. Williams (“Rep”) continued 
as Headmaster. He was supported by M. Br ockwell and three 
or four junior masters. For the first few years, classes were held 
in the old building. In 1926, Mr. Brockwell invented the Tribe 
(Algonquins, Hurons, Iroquois and Mohawks) system for in- 
tramural competition. That it was a well conceived arrangement 
is manifested by the fact that it is today the basis of boy 
competition in all aspects of Lower School life. 


Ridley’s first Headmaster, Dr. J. O. Miller, went on a year’s 
leave of absence in 1920. A year later, he resigned and was 
replaced by H.C. Griffith and H. G. Williams as Joint Head- 
masters. 


In 1920, C. W. (Cap) Iggulden became Gymnastic and Cadet 
Corps Instructor. In 1921, R. S. (Twink) Cockburn and G. M. 
(Mel) Brock joined the staff of the Upper School. (Mr. Brock 
taught English and acted as school buyer. As long as he 
remained at Ridley, the food always was “the same as that used 
in the Royal York Hotel”.) J. R. (Hammy) Hamilton joined the 
Upper School staff in 1922. A year later, S. G. (Sid) Bett became 
School organist and choirmaster. 

The pulse of school life beat strongly. The tri-annual issues 
of Acta expanded into separate sections for the Upper and 
Lower Schools, notes for each of the former’s houses and a 
wider recognition of individual literary efforts, both prose and 
poetry. The introduction of prizes by Dr. W. H. Merritt and Mr. 
A. C. Kingstone came as a result of the boys’ enthusiasm for 
public speaking, which continued to be fanned by debates and 
mock parliaments, and by a varied diet of distinguished visitors 


who addressed the School on particular occasions, or simply 
for entertainment and enlightenment. The singing tradition was 
revived by the continuance of Tuesday evening’s “Football 
Songs”, Glee Club concerts, recitals by visiting artists, the 
Chapel Choir and by lusty, congregational singing — a psalm 
at morning chapel and a well-known hymn at night. The Dramatic 
Society flourished through such productions as “What happened 
to Jones”, “So this is Hades”, and “Scenes from Pickwick”. 
Games continued their dominant positions in a boy’s life. In 
the cricket seasons of this period, ten centuries were scored 
by Ridley batsmen and Sandy Somerville (1913-21) made the 
highest individual score (sic to 1978) ever made in Canadian 
schoolboy cricket — 212 not out vs. Hamilton C.C. Ridley won 
four Little Big Four cricket championships outright and tied four 
times. Three football championships were won (none was held 
in 1928 due to an outbreak of polio at Ridley and T.C.S.). It 
was not to be until 1946 that hockey matches against U.C.C., 
T.C.S. and S.A.C. were played in the same year, but in the 
Twenties Ridley lost three games and won two against U.C.C. 
and won two with T.C.S. By this time, Ridley’s basketball team 
was playing eight to twelve games each winter — none against 
other L.B.F. schools, and in 1923 it scored 100 points for the 
first time. Gymnastic, swimming, track and field and cross 
country competitions continued to be held within the School. 
If this decade did not exactly “roar” at Ridley, it “purred” 

with the satisfaction of jobs well done.
